MR. HENRY DENT ON THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


On retiring from an office which I have held for something 
over two years, I may be permitted to make a few observations 
on the so-called municipal governmen’ of Shanghai. Perhaps 
there is no tims more suitable than the present to make the 
remarks I have to offer. When times are prosperous and 
large fortunes are made with rapidity, men usually are far less 
prone to criticise the nature of the taxes they have to contri- 
bute to, or even their amount. Let, however, adversity 
come upon us, let commerce fail, let property depreciate 
to a fearful extent, then different feelings are awakened 
in the minds of taxpayers. Taxes which heretofore have 
been found to yield a sufficient revenue, gradually are be- 
coming less and less productive. Hence new taxes become 
a necessity, and with thesa the means of enforcing them. 
This being one of the most imrortant features in municipal 
government, naturally leads to its consideration. The first 
body which undertook to carry out in Shanghai the ordinary 
duties of a Town Council was entitled the “Committee of 
Roads and Jetties.” O1 the 13t.. June, 1854, the gentlemen 
composing this committee wrote to Messrs. Alcock and Murphy, 
Consuls for Great Britain and the United States, stating that 
various freasons necessitated some change in the management 
of municipal matters. Mr. A’cock, in conjunction with the 
Consuls for France and the United States, convened, in con- 
sequence, a meeting of land-renters on the 11th Ju~, 1854. 
By reference to his speech you will see that he states he pre- 
sents to the land-renters “a care‘ully digested code of land 


_|and municipal regulations, adapted, as he trusted it would be 


found, to the local cond‘t’o: 07 the place. It had been re- 
duced to its present form, only after drafts had from time to 
time been under revision by the Ministers of the three Treaty 
Powers.” In another part of his sp-ech he went on to say that 
“the question for the meeting seemed, therefore, not so much 
whether a Municipal Government was necessary, or whether 
there should be one, as what form it should take. Con- 
sider what effects the 1cbel raid on the surrounding districts had 
upon this city. The crowds of Chinese tha, then poured into 
the scttlement will well be rersembeved, as also will the rapid 
rise in the value of property and t.e build'ng of innumerable 
Chinese houses. The attraction of high pay held out by the 
rebels caused hundreds of the lowest class of foreigners to 
flock to this port, renderir; impe at've a much larger police 
Yorce. But with the re.” e.ent of the rebels came a large 
efflux of the native population, a fall in ren‘s and a decrease 
in taxes. There aie now only 100,000 Chinese in the Eng- 
lish and Amz<rican settlements, whereas at one time the 
foreigr <ettlements were believed to contain 500,000. The last 
remark leads me tothe subject of finance. In days gone by 
the amounts derived from the old system of taxation proved 
sufficient for the expenditure. The eight per cent, taxon 
Chinese rentals was alway that which brought ia the largest 
sum. When the necessities of the Chinese Government 
caused a heavier tax to be levied on all classes 
of natives, rents fell. Another cause of rents falling 
was tho partial migration of Chirese from this settle- 
ment when cuiet was res‘ored in the neighbouring dis- 
tricts. The popular ide; at that time was that the 
foreign settlements contained some 500,000 people. The 


press to-day in order to complete the three numbers for June.{ cersus now shows that not one-third of that number is in the 
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place. The rents have fallen so low now and the number of 
houses occupied is so small, that not one-half of what was can 
now be collected, Then again the wharfago dues have fallen 
off considerably, in consequence partly of the erection of pri- 
vate wharves on Hong-que and partly of the depressed state of 
trade, From what I have said it will be abundantly apparent 
that the revenue has fallen off and still shows a tendency to 
fall off. When again the scrious increase of expense which the 
incorporation of Hong-que has been and is to this settlement, 
the vast number of new roads which have to be kept in repair, 
it will be readily admitted that something should be dono to 
provide new sources of revenue. Some gentlemen have stated 
that the fall in rentals of Chinese buildings was owing to the 
16 per cent. tax which prevailed a short time back—this could 
hardly be, however, the whole cause, as the fall in rents in 
most cases amounted to 50 per cent. The real cause no doubt 
was the almost unlimited number of Chinese buildings that 
were erected, and the partial exodus of the natives, ‘Ihe 
heavy expenses connected with the police have also often 
been commented upon. When the population is taken 
into consideration it will be seen that for every thousand 
we have ouly 1} man. If the police force of other places 
is investigated, it will be seen that that existing here is 
small by comparison. One observation might appropriately 
‘be made, that in no other place in the East were foreigners 
taxed to so small an extent as at present in Shanghai, As 
regards the constitution of the Municipal Council, with its 
powers to enforce payment of taxes and tocarry out the local 
government of the place, defects were very early observed. 
In 1862 a committee was selected to write an address to Sir 
F. Bruce on the subject. The objects which that address 
aimed at appeared to Sir Frederick of too high a nature, and 
his reply served rather to damp the views of the committee. 
To provide for the better punishment of Chinese criminals the 
Municipal Council recommended the establishment of a mixed 
court ; it was thought that by the association of a Municipal 
Officer with a Mandarin that the Council would gain some 
authority over criminals so as to secure their certain punish- 
ment. By the assistance of the Consuls of America and 
Great Britain this court was established, “At the instance,” 
however, of the latter, as the report states, a consular inter- 
preter was substituted, and the object of the Council was 
to acertain extent defeated. That good results have arisen 
from the establishment of the court no one will deny ; the 
diminution of crime in the settlement is sufficient to prove 
this. The dutics of a council are well stated in the reply of 
of Sir F. Bruce to the address of the committee above referred 
to. In this reply, dated August 6, 1863, he states :-—" Terri- 
torial jurisdiction is understood to mean the right to control 
thoroughfares and public buildings, public wharves and jettics ; 
to improve and collect taxes ; to establish and support a police ; 
to arrest, for disturbance of the public peace, and bring to 
trial; to license houses of public entertainment, public chairs, 
carriages, and boats ; to enforce sanatory regulations by fines.” 
As regards the internal civil goverament of England, every 
parish has its churchwardens, every town its town council, every 
city its council or corporation. Each town has its separate 
code of bye-laws, which bye-laws, after having been approved of 
by the privy council, become law, and can always be enforced 
before the justices of the peace. These bye-laws form the basis 
of the authority of the council, and their course of action has 
always to be guided by their tenor ; new bye-laws can at any time 
be submitted to the privy council, and with their consent may 
become law. The system is found to work well, bascd as it is 
upon the interests of the many. Again, the local knowledge 
obtained by a permanent establishment guided by fixed laws 
‘becomes an important point ; not to mention the increased in- 
terest men take in an undertaking when a likelihood prevails 
that their efforts may not prove unavailing. On page 15, 
Toulmin Smith writes in his work on tho “Nuisances Removal 
Act ”—*Certainty, in all legislation, should be a primary 
object ; the most earnest will not excrt themsclyes, unless they 
sec this certainty.” Further on he writes—“ Law without cer- 
tainty, has no being. Property and enterprise and liberty are 
mere fictions, unless this certainty is felt. Property or enter- 
prise made dependent on shifting legislation, is destroyed.” 
The question now to be decided is whether any system of 
government could be devised for Shanghai as regards foreigners. 
The first question to be resolved is, What body has inuerent 
in itself the powers exerted by a Town Council at home,” 
Not tho Cousuls, surely—Sir I’, Bruce’s and Mr. Alcock’s 














letters would scem to decide this, No one would like to 
dissent from the opinion generally held, that those who pay 
taxcs should have a voice as to what form they should pay 
them in. Not the Chinese, in so far as taxation of forcigners 
is concerned, inasmuch as the exterritorial law prevails here, 
In whom then does, it exist—in the body of taxpayers, 
Hitherto the practice has been of only land-renters voting. 
That this spstem is wrong in principle can hardly admit of doubt. 
Rent-payera contribute largely to taxes, and ought certainly to 
have a voice in matters of taxation. Woolrich, in the intro- 
duction to his work entitled “The Metropolis Local Management 
Acts,” on page 40, lays down the principle that “That system 
which wholly ignored the constitutional relation between taxa- 
tion and representation, and under which the ratepayers had no 
voice in the election of those by whom their affairs were ad- 
ministered, could only be of limited duration.” He would sug- 
gest that a committee be appointed to consider the subject of 
representation, that the interest of the many might be consulted, 
The Recorder had suggested that a council of thirty members 
should be chosen. What the number should be will be a matter 
for after consideration. The committee should be empowered to 
frame byc-laws, to be submitted for approval to the forcign 
Ministers—these would detail the duties and powers of the 
Council, the mode of enforcing penalties for breaches of regu- 
lations and tho mode of exacting due payments of taxcs, At 
the present moment no code could be said to exist, It was 
true that resolution after rosolution had been carried unani- 
mously at meetings of land-renters, but these resolutions could 
never be carried out, as no method of compulsion could be 
employed, Budgets had been framed and carried by a majo- 
rity, but generally one man and then another objected to the 
payment of taxes levied under it, and all schemes alike must 
fail under existing circumstances. The Chairman said tho 
Council was wrong in saying that the Consular authoritics had 
been wrong. I am a member of the consular body myself, 
and I rersember that the agreement was sigued under the 
distinct impression that everything was to be done equally in 
every portion of the foreign settlement. Now it is well known 
that gambling-houses still exist on the French side, 

The Chairman only objected to the form of protest. If the 
interests of residents on this side of the Yang-king-pang had 
been injured, this was neither the happiest nor the most 
courteous method of protesting. 

Mr. Deut, then, could only opologise for the form. In con- 
clusion, ho would remark that whatever credit might be de- 
served by the Council was due to the working members ; what= 
ever was wrong was attributable to the Council themselves, 
Some misapprehension had got about regarding Mr. Clark, who 
was supposed by some to have originated certain measures 
which Were now found objectionable. ‘The drainage system 
had not been commenced by him, Sixty thousand tacls had 
been spent on it before Mr. Clark arrived in Shanghai, and ho 
found it necessary to spend a certain sum further, in order to 
utilise what had been done. The jetty in the Soochow creek 
which had been so much objected to was built up before Mr. 
Clark eame, The encomia which the chairman had passed on 
Mr. Penfold rendered unnecessary any further remarks from 
him; he would only say that the Council fully endorsed them, 
Tt must be gratifying to the land-renters to find that so large 
a sum had been collected as_ the accounts showed to have been 
received by purely voluntary taxation. Ho would propose a 
resolution to the effect that :— 

“A committcc be appointed to considerthe method of govern- 
ment best adapted to the requirements of the community, and 
that the interests of all classes be taken into consideration.” 

The Chairman (Sir Harry Parkes) thought the resolution 
most opportune ; but there was considerable elasticity about 
it, inasmuch as it did not mention who were to form the 
committee, or when it was tobe formed. Every one knew that 
difficulties existed in the way of the Council ; but he could not 
reply to every point which had been raised. In regard to the 
matter of the stones which had been complained of, if it ap- 
peared that a man had a right to retain stones in any position, 
the Council could not interfere to enforce removal. The British 
Government had expressed its readiness to give its assent to land 
regulations which might be acceptable to the community, 
Bat when so large a topic as a charter of incorporation was 
spoken of, he could understand that so stall a matter as the 
land regulation, fell out of sight. He thought, however, if 
the latter were neglected, valuable time would be lost beforo 
they could obtain the former, Jc might ask, who was to approve 
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of the byelaws which the last speaker had referred to; and 
before whom could the corporation be sued ? 

Mr. Dent: The Ministers and the prive council. It was quite 
clear they must have their approval, His resolution had no- 
thing to do with the corporation; ho merely said that what 
we had uot the smallest town in England had. 





THE CURRENCY QUESTION, 
(Qt0NG KONG DAILY PRESS.) 

The difficulties regarding the currency strike us in a new light. 
very clear to us, so soon as the Mint shall be in work 
money and badly-chopped dollars will entirely cease to be current, and 
will consequently be greatly depreciated in value. ‘The bankers must an- 
ticipate this, and unless they adopt early precaution they will surely find 
themselves in the vorative as regards their specie in reserve. The new 
dollar will of course be the current dullar—the bankers must redeem 
their issues in current dollars—and although it might answer to liquidate 
deposits by the measure of currency existing at the time of their receipt, 
it would never do to attempt to redeem bank-notes by the measure of 
currency existing at the time of their issue. 

If this view of the case be correct, and we should say it can scarcely 
be controverted, we can easily understand the bankers giving orders to 
their compradores to receive no broken money, nor badly defaced coin, 
and to get rid of what they may already hold by all possible means. And 
hould this suggestion be correct, it will fully account for the stand the 
Chinese merchants have taken, the salient item of their complaint being 
the loss on the broken dollars which they receive from the country. 

We repeat that the Chamber of Commerce would have done wisely 
fo have appointed a committee to investigate this matter. ‘The contin- 
gency we have indicated is as sure to happen as any sublunary affair 
that can be conceived. The evil day may be staved off, but it cannot 
be averted. It scems certain—at least according to our view of the case, 
that a great deterioration the value ofall the defaced coin in China will 
be caused by the operation of the Hong Kong Mint. Who, we ask, is to 
bear the loss? The reply is clear—the parties who hold defaced coin 
when the new currency shall appear. Consequently the cry is now, * Let 
defaced currency be eschewed as much as possible.” But defaced cur- 
rency being the currency of the day, how are commercial operations to 
be carried on in the meantime? The present attitude of the Chinese 
merchants will afford the best reply. ‘The complaint may be brow-beaten 
or over-ridden, but it will surely break out afresh. ‘The bankers will pro- 
bably carry the day in relation to broken money. but it is little likely 
they will stop there, when they see the Mint staring them in 
the face. Defaced dollars will be next interdicted and then chopped 
dollars. Ateach and every stage of the proceeding the Chinere mer- 
chants will be the losers, and they will have to pay a much better kind of 
dollar than they receive. 

‘There is a certain loss to be borne, and it only remains to be decided 
who is to bear it. Ithas ever been the custom on the establishment of a 
new coinage, to display the utmost consideration for those whose interests 
may be absolutely injured by the innovation. If the Chamber of Com- 
merce had grappied with this question as they should have done, they 
would have arrived at the conclusion we have indicated, and they would 
then have been induced to open a correspondence with the local Govern- 
‘ment on the subject. They would havesolicited the favour of having all 
broken and defaced money converted into the new coin on terms which 
would just save the Government from absolute loss. ‘The rate of conver. 
n could soon have been arrived at and declared, when the loss could be 
ascertained to a nicety, 

It is a sad mistake to suppose that the Chinese merchants of this colony 
are combining to serve their own interests in this matter. They receive 
remittances of broken and defaced coin from the interior. the yield 
whereof proves very unsatisfactory to the parties remitting. The present 
sand is taken, more for the purpose of convincing the country dealers of 
the true state of affairs, than in the hope of coercing the foreign merchant. 
The combination of the Chinese will be pushed just far enough to stop 
the complaints of the country customers and no further. ‘If the eountry 
customers should meanwhile take it into their heads to coerce the forciga 
merchants, they will of course try it. ‘They cannot possibly succeed ; 
they have merely to choose whether chopped coin shall be at a discount, 
or clean dollars at a premium. One or other must be the par of exchange 
—both cannot be, and it is useless to attempt it.

In addition to the gunboat which the Macao authorities contracted for 
with Messrs, Thos. Hunt and Co., Whampoa, we understand that 
Governor Amaral has entered into a contract for the construction of one 
in thiscolony. That voth these are meant for service on the West 
Coast there 1s no matter of doubt, but in what respect they are destined to 
benefit the interests of Macao, is by no means certain. 

‘Macao, as a place of trade, appears to be * flattened out,” and gone 
past all redemption. Neither the Governor nor the Municipal Council 
appears to entertain the smallest hope of its resuscitation—if they had any 
such hope their intentions would have been expressed ere this; inasmuch 
as the Whampoa gunboat is nearly ready for serv 

The Government -of Macao is rich. It draws a large revenue from 
licensing and fostering Chinese immorality. ‘The place is a stigma on 
civilisation, acancer on Christianity. ‘The end and the aim of the Govern- 
ment is not a desire to further Portuguese interests, nor yet to advance or 
Promote the intesests of its Portuguese residents, ‘The latter are fast 
evacuating the place, which is being populated by Chinese. ‘These are 
taxed and are allowed for a consideration to revel in immorality. A large 
revenue is obtained, and what is done with it ? 

Is it right that a European Power having no commercial interests 
whatever in China, should settle on the confines on its shores—and should 
provide a sanctuary for the outlaw, the man-stealer, and the pirate—for by 
these are the gambling tables of Macao maintained ?

And under such circumstances, what can these gunboats mean? Tho 
prizes which they take from pirates may in the first place prove lucrative 
employment—but with the decrease ef piracy that must follow, this source 
of revenue will soon fall off. What then—either the Macao authorities 
must undertake the protectorate of the west coast, as the Portuguese 
Consul of Ningpo some years ago undertook the protectorate of the 
Chusan fisheries, or the exclusive right to trade on the west coast will be 
set up. The latter conclusion we do not think likely, or the present 
exodus of Portuguese from Macao would ceasc. We do not feel clear 
about the former, because we do not exactly see how it is to be done. 

‘The authorities of Hong Kong should keep a sharp ese on this gun- 
boat movement. We ean give them two strong hints—one, that notwith- 
standing the exodus of Portuguese from Macao, the value of property has 
more than doubled there the last few years, owing, to the immigration of 
Chinese ; the other, that the Macao authorities would never think of in- 
juring the revenue they derive from the gambling licence (which they will 
do if they euppress piracy), unless they felt very sure of being recompensed 
in some other way. The Hong Kong authorities must further recollect 
that man-stealers and resetters are admitted into society at Macao. Men 
whose wealth has been notoriously derived from piratical connections, 
stand high in social life there. 








THE VOLUNTEERS,

The Volunteers should be getting into drill for the aunual “ turn-out ” 
on Her Majesty's birthday. since Colonel Brine left the colony there 
has been a want of life in the corps. This cannot be because the mem- 
bers are unwilling to turn out, but because of the ex-Colunel's ready tact 
in investing the simplest movement with the charm of novelty. The 
corps may therefore be reminded that though it has made a few excellent 
displays of strength during 1864 and in previous years, it has done nothing 
in 1865. It will not do to dream over past achievements and to prattle 
like garrulous old men over previous triumphs. ‘The trips to Stanley and 
Macao have now done their work, and the accounts of them which we 
placed on record may be wiped out of the slate. ‘The Volunteers must 
do something fresh; their arms are rusting and their very name is 
suggestive of something that was * Voluntecrs fucrunt” will not do 
just yet ss an apt mode of referring to the existence of such a 
corps as we can muster. Let the Volunteer who reads this examine 
his side-arms and look at his carbine; if they are rusty or stiff 
from disuse, .he may begin by having them made clean and bright. 
He may also air his summer clothing from time to time before 
laying aside the woollen unitorm. We have had sundry suecesstul marches, 
but a rendezvous at Victoria Peak has not been tried. Nothing could be 
more picturesque than fifty or a hundred uniforms wending upwards to the 
place of muster. The sound of the bugle call at the flagstaff would be 
most effective, and the company's colours would wave as gracefully on the 
mountaiu top as anywhere else. A couple of small howitzers might be 
made to do business for the day instead of the “deep-mouth'd ” cannon 
which are usually brought into the field. 

Our professional brethren in arms, the second battalion of H.M.’s 
Oth Kegiment, lately treated us to a very excellent review on the Parade 
Ground, and it becomes the Hong Kong Voiunteers te endeavour—not 
certainly to rival them in renown, but to pass a kind of fair muster with a 
view to maintain their knowledge of drill, 

Since Major Scott left there nas been no election of an officer to suc- 
ceed him, so far as we are aware ; aud it is time that a successor should 
be yamed, Nor should we forget that the mantle of Corporal Goodall 
has not been oflcred to any of the active non-commissioned officers now 
in garrison, 

We hear that signs of life are beginning to appear, and it is only to be 
hoped that these may not prove delusive, for there is a limit to the time 
that a healthy body may remain in a comatose state. It becomes the 
members of the corps as a matter of duty, to maintain some kind of 
coherence, so long as they are embodied, and recognised by the authori- 
ties, ‘Their own sense of propriety must point that out clearly enough, 
and there is no time to be lost. Macao was the last great triumph of 
their arms, but that is nearly forgotten now even in the home papers. 

‘The public want to know how the band is getting on, aud whether its 
later progress bears out its early promise. The moment has arrived for 
putting this to the test, a test which, though severe, we are sure the gallant 
bandsmen will not flinch from. 

‘The late success of the Rifle Corps at the shooting match has brought 
that body into favourable notice ; surely the Artillery mean to show a front, 
but the decision on that point rests with the members. 

We heard some time ago that a troop of Volunteer Horie was among 
the coming wonders of Hong Kong, and the idea ir at least pleasing. 
There is no want of equestrian ability here, nor are there many men of 
standing who would find it ditficult to produce a charger. We should feel 
greatly relreshed by the introduction of such a novelty as a mounted 
company, Let us hope the matter may prove something more than 
a joke. 

A march-out has been circulated, we notice, for Monday first, when a

WOOSUNG FOR THE PORT OF SHANGHAT 
(To the Editor of the London and China Teleyraph.) 

$i,—The articles which have lately appeared in your columns on the 
subject of the river com:sunication between Woovung and Shanghai are 
deserving of minute attention from the different commercial Chambers in 
London and Liverpool, and from the home rance offices. Indeed. the 
statements made by you are rather below than above the mark, and have 
elicited unqualified approbation from those foreign merchants at this port 
who are not interested in steam tugs, and possess no overwheining amount 
of landed property under the walls of the Chinese eity. As might reason= 
ably have been expected, those members of the community who have spe= 
culated on the rapid deterioration of the river, and, in view of it, have 
invested largely in powerful tug-boats (which, by the way, are not always 
successful in saving the ships under their charge from the perils of the river 
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navigation) cry down the idea of a railway to Woosung, and extol the 
upper reach of the Wongpu as the safest and most convenient of anchor- 
age grounds. The space now available for berthing vesscls oprosite the 
settlement is rapidly narrowing, in consequence of the natural tendency 
of all muddy rivers to silt up their banks, while the operations of nature 
are powerfully sided by the exertions of private fireas, which operate by the 
extension of long stone jetties into the current of the stream, There is, 
unfortunately, no power in existence here competent to check the ruinous 
practice of running piers into the river ; and indeed the Municipal Coun- 
cil itself has just achieved a work which, I fear, will in five years’ time 
stand as a monument of their ignorance or recklessness. They have placed 
a mole at the end of the avenue of the settlement now known as Nanking- 
road, but probably more familiar to your readersas Park-lane. This mole 
is constructed of earth, faced on three sides with shingle, and projects 
some 100 feet into the river at a point where, especially during spring 
tide, the stream runs like @ mill sluice. Such an obstruction can have but 
‘one effect—the narrowing of the channel and the diversion of a consider- 
able body of water into the centre of the whirlpool which now eddies op- 
posite Putung Point. The ‘ chow-chow ” water must necessarily be in- 
creased in volume as well as in intensity; and, to render the matter still 
worse, an enterprising private speculator has rescued about two hundred 
feet of the Putung Point from the river, thus rendering the chance of a 
vessel arriving in safety at the upper reach extremely problematical. I 
have no hesitation in saying that within three years it will be utterly im- 

sible for a thousand-ton ship to reach a berth opposite the Custom- 
Flouse ; and unless the wharf accommodation of the port be largely 
increased, or Woosung be made the anchorage, the only means of 
landing cargo will be by cargo boats sent from Shanghai to an indefinite 
distance down the river, and liable to all the abuses which have lately been 
exposed here. Now, in order to encounter all these inconveniences and 
danger, ships pats Woosung, where there is excellent shelter, pay a large 
amount for tonnage, and, unless sent alongside one of the few wharves, 
are delayed for periods varying from three to eight weeks before they are 
able to discharge their cargo. Moreover, the large river steamers which, 
es lly during the tea season, arrive daily from the Yang-tse ports with 
Chit produce for transhipment, run through Woosung, tempt the 
dangers of the bar, and the atill greater dangers of the river, and eventu- 
ally arrive at Shanghai to transfer their cargo to ships which’ in turn have 
to run the gauntlet of chow-chow water, mud banks, non-teetotal pilote, 
‘and finally the bar, below which the tea, or whatever else it may be, could 
‘easily have been transshipped, and upon which no less than eight vessels 
were during last year badly stranded. Besides these drawbaeks, which are 
indeed sufficient to suggest the establishment of adifferent order of things, 
two mails have lately Veen detained below the bar (one for five hours) 
while waiting for sufficient water to carry the steamer over. Now, these 
are simple facts, well known to everybody in Shanghai; and in the face 
of them Ihave been astonished at various furious letters which have becn 
indited on the subject, some of which I have no doubt reached you, Sir, 
by the French mail, and others which will accompany this communication 
of mine. ‘The advantages of Woosung have already been enlarged upon. 
There we have an excellent anchorage, with the best possible sites for 
docks and wharves; between it and Shanghai we have a perfectly level 
country, intended by nature for the construction of a railway; and even 
now there is a carriage road 25 feet wide, which, with the few bridges 
necessary, will be completed by the middie of May. ‘The constructors of 
this road have hit on a novel and ingenious mode of making it pay its ex- 

mses. ‘They have ordered two omnibures, which will each make a trip 
up and down daily at a moderate fore ; and as it now costs natives one 
dollar for a wheelbarrow and two dollars for a sedan, from Woosung to 
Shanghai or vice versa, the omnibuses will no doubt be extensively pa- 
tronised. I say nothing of the Ithfulness of Woosung, although that 
is an element which might very reasonably enter -into our calculations; 
yet, against all these considerations, the owners of tug-boats and the 
owners of property accumulated in mad speculation duriag the land mania 
of 1862, cry out in concert that the adoption of Woosung as the port of 
Shanghai will prove the knell of Shanghai prosperity. It may prove in- 
convenient to the men who have plunged into extravagant speculation on 
the strength of owning some hundred mow of Shanghai mud—it will 
prove still more inconvenient to the holders of mortgages effected two 
years ago, but to the men who hold property only in proportion to their 
absolute mercantile importance the step would prove in no way injurious. 
‘Whether Woosung rival Shanghai or not, the foreign settlements, as in 
the immediate vicinity of the Chinese city, must retain a considerable 
amount of importance. Godowns and warehouses will still be required 
here, and the necessary intercourse with the Chinese will be conducted as 
heretofore, at the offices in Shanghai. 

1am not therefore careful to answer the many assertions which will 
probably inundate your columns. I am satisfied that sooner or later Won- 
sung must became the port of Shanghai, and the obstacles now thrown 
in the way are simply practical illustrations of svltishness and short- 
sightedness.

His Bill 
about the tariff for the Netherlands Indies has passed by 49 
votes against 8, whilst all the amendments—whether in a Con- 
servative or more Liberal secnse—are rejected, When the 
First Chamber of the Statcs-General has passed the Bill—and

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
. Jone 14, 

In one of my earlier letters in the China Express, now some 
years ago, I warned your mercantile readers in the Far East 
not to charter or send goods to this port by any vessel under 
the Oldenburg flag, as the Grand Duke had not agreed to pay 
his share of the indemnity to Hanover for the abolition of the 
Stade dues, and that this was the only State whose vessels and 
cargoes were liable to that toll. I am now enabled to state for 
their government that Oldenburg has at length made up its 
mind to pay its quota, and a treaty with Hanover has lately 
been signed to that effect, so that from and after the lst of 
July next Oldenburg vessels are placed on the footing of ull 
other flags, and the officials at Stade and in this city—where 
the dues were chiefly collected—are discharged, and the whole 
establishment will be broken up. 

Intelligence has been received here fully confirming the report 
contained in my last letter of the attack on the Georg Andreas, 
Capt. Ahrenholdt, belonging to this port, but sailing, I belivve, 
under the Danish flag. She left, Hamburg on the 29th of 
March last for Swatow, and it appears she was attacked by 
pirates near Single Island, in the Lye-moon Passage, who drove 
the crew below deck and plundered the ship. In attempting to 
defend himself the captain was unfortunately killed, and two of 
his sailors were slightly wounded. The pirates, finding the 
cargo consisted only of rice—whereas they thought it was opium 
—abandoned her, and the crew managed to regain possession of 
the deck, and eventually succeeded in bringing the vessel in 
safety back to Hong Kong. 

At the last sitting of the Historical and Philosophical Department of 
the Russian Academy of Sciences, at St. Petersburg, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Tatarinoff, of the Imperial Engineers, who has lately returned from an 
exploring expedition in the Province of Semipalatinsk, presented to the 
Academy a slab of calcareous stone, covered with inscriptions, discovered 
by him in the Tarbagat range of mountains, The learned academician 
Schiffaer, having examined the inscriptions, pronouneed them to be of 
Bhuddist origin, and written in the language of Thibet with the well- 
known form of letters, which he found no difficulty in deciphering. 

The Russian Northern Post (an official journal) contains the follow- 
ing:—“ The Director of the Department for Foreign Affairs in China 
has informed our Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
the Court of Peking, that in virtue of Art. | of the tariff, stipulating that 
all articles not enumerated in the tariff sball be subject to an import duty 
of 5 per cent. ad valorem, it has been decided that camel's hair (to-joun), 
not being epecially mentioned, shall be subject to the duty of 5 per cent. 
on importation into China.” 

The Irhutzk Gazette gives the following particulars of the trade of 
Kiachta during the year 1864 :— Exports: Russian produce and manu- 
factures, value 3,589,221 roubles; foreign do., 57,089.

Corree.—Enormous quantities of this berry have been shipped from 
this port to the United States for consumption in the Southern States, 
the ports of which will be again opened to the commerce of the world on 
the Ist of July. Competition to be the first in the market is so keen 
that the shippers make no seruple of paying steamship freight, and send 
out large parcels by the regular Hamburg steamers to New York for 
trans-shipment to the South.

Captain Greif, of the Hamburg three-masted schooner China, 
lately returned to this port from Zebu, one of the Philippine 
Islands, reports having passed over a coral reef on the after- 
noon of the 30th December last, in the Balabac Straits, not 
laid down in any of tbe charts, He hove the lead and found 
successively seven, nine, and ten fathoms, and the next cast 
gave no soundings at all, though with a deep sea line. Ob. 
serving surface ripplings to the south he thought it prudent to 
alter his course. As he had taken a good observation of the 
sun at noon he was able to fix the position of the reef, 
which he states to be 8 deg. 1 min. north latitude, and 
118 deg. 4 min. east longitude. He judged it to be a mile and 
a-half in circumference. The breeze was blowing too fresh to 
allow him to lower a boat and make any further examination ; 
he therefore bore up and continued his voyage. 

Letters received here from Shanghai state that the Chinese 
authorities have made a new arrangement by which Hamburg 
vessels, which hitherto had to pay their tonnage ducs 
at the rate of two tons register, per commercial last 
(which is the unit of Hamburg ship measurement), will in 
future be charged at 4 lasts, equal to 9 tons register. The 
treaty of September 2, 186], contains no stipulation on 
the subject, and the letter states that the captains and super- 
cargos of amburg vessels prefer to pay this overcharge to in- 
curring the expense and loss of time occasioned by insisting on 
an actual measurement in Chinese ports. I think they act 
very wisely in thus holding their tongues, and the less they say 
about it the better, as were they to make a formal complaint 
and court inquiry the result would probably not be so fuvour- 
able as they might wish; for the Hamburg commercial last is 
for all general purposes taken to be equal to three tons for 
incasurement goods, whilst for dead weight it is 6,000 Ham- 
burg Ibs., or 3,000 kilogr, which at Llu 232-1,000ths Ham- 
buig Ibs, per ewt. avoirdupois, makes three tons, less only 
106 Ibs. 

By advices from Siberia, it appears that brigandage is becom- 
ing very general on the Russo-Chinese frontier, several cases 
having been reported lately. The St. Petersburg Northern Post 
contains the following account of the latest highway robbery 
there: “The Chinese subject Lian-tsun was returning home 
on the evening of the 14th of February last from the town of 
Troitzkosafsk, in the province of Sabaikalsk, to his village near 
the frontier town of Kiachta, when he was stopped by three 
unknown persons, who under the pretext of asking him for 
some tubacco, took off his fur pelisse, and relieved him also of 
372 roubles that he bad with hia. Only a few days later a 
caavan travelling with valuable merchandise from Mon- 
golia to Kiachta, aud escorted by Mongolians, having 
stopp» to pass the night near ‘Troi sk, was attacked by 
an armed band of robbers in the costume of the Bouriates, 

ond the caravan was pillaged, They tuok away 5U liaugs of 
































Chinese silver, 5 chests of tea, 90 pieces of manufactured 
goods, 3cascs of tobacco, with some pistols, pipes, stirrups, 
and money, The Mongolians at first defended themselves and 
wounded some of the robbers, but were eventually overpowered. 
by numbers. The account adds that the Border Police were 
actively engaged in tracing the culprits, and had succeeded in 
arresting some of the lawless band.” 

The following account has been received at St. Petersburg 
of the state of affairs in the town of Tchougoutschak subse 
quent to the catastrophe of the 15th of January last. The 
Russian factory and the consulate were guarded by a detach- 
ment of rebel soldiers under the command of a serjeant. The 
church remains intact, though,the Dungaues at first wanted to 
enter it in the Lope of finding ammunition for their artillery, 
but the Russian sub-licutenant (a Tartar) attached to the 
factory opposed it, threatening them with the vengeance of 
tho Muscovite Government should they force the gates. The 
town is almost destroyed, and the Mandschurian popula- 
tion all massacred. More than seven hundred dead 
bodies were lying in the strects, and as many more 
persons who had fled to the steppes were either killed by 
the Kirghese or perished from cold, The citadel was still 
defended by seventy Mandschurians, who couragevusly held 
out, the rest of the garrison having been massacred by tho 
Chinese, as before stated, on the 15th of January, as well as 
the Governor, Hebay Awlani, and the Vice-Governor, Bolgoss 
Ambani. The insurgents are vigorously supported by the 
Kirghese, of whom there aro more than a thousand in the 
town, as well as fifteen hundred Dungane rebels, all inhabitants 
of Tchougoutschak. Farther assistance was expected from the 
interior of China—especially from the tribe of Salo-Dungan . 
which is composed of a mixture of all the insurgents in China,

HOUSE OF LORDS, 
SINGAPORE AND THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

(June 19th.) The Earl of Atsesante, in rising to ask the President 
of the Council what progress had been made in the transfer of Singapore 
and the other settlements in the Straits of Malacca from the Indian to 
the Colonial Department, said that at the time the English flag was hoisted 
in these setilements the population was chiefly composed of piratical Malay 
fishermen. Now, however, there was a peaceable, industrious, and thriv- 
ing population of a quarter of a million, with a trade which might be 
estimated at £15.000,000, The greatest portion of that commerce was 
transacted with this country, and the capital embarked in it belonged to 
merchants of London, Liverpool, Manchester, and Glasgow. Singapore, 
the principal settlement, was 1,300 miles from Calcutta. It was true that 
these settlements possessed a Governor, but he had no legislative power, 
that power being lodged in the hands of the Governor-General of India. 
Not only were these settlements situated at so great a distance from the 
seat of Government, but the population was chietly composed of Malays 
and Chit ‘They now naturally desire to come more directly under 
the authority of the’ Crown, They wished to have the same kind of con- 
stitution that had been granted to Hong Kong and Ceylon. For five long 
years they had been petitioning Parliament for this boon, but hitherto 
without success. In the beginning of this Session there was a slight 
gleam of hope that before its termication they might be transferred. The 
Secretary of State for India. after having demurred, gave way, and said he 

as ready to get rid of them the Colonial-office said they were perfectly 
ready to receive them, but the Treasury naturally asked if they could pay 
their way. They gave a most satisfactory account of themselves, saying 
ed an annual revenue of £250,000, which was amply sufficient 
ipal purposes, and for thefiilitary expenditure. The ‘Treasury 
, aud sent them to the War Department. But here a little 
Some circumlocution took place. ‘The present gar- 
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rison consisted of two batteries of artillery and two companies of Madras 
Native Infantry. The Straits Settlements, or those acting for them, pro- 
posed that there should be three batteries of artillery, and one native corps 
for police purposes, anid to do duties of futique unfitted for the European 
constitution, with a due proportion of European officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers. The noble earl the Secretary for War gave the agents 
for the Straits Settlements reason to believo that the War-oflice accepted 
their proposals ; but some time after, as he understood, the Horse Guards 
insisted it was indispensable that artillery should always have the protec- 
tion of infantry, and therefore the proposal of the War. office was that 
there should be two batteries of artillery and a wing of a European rej 
ment. The annual expense of all these combined, it was calculut 
would be £48,000 a year. ‘The Straits Settlements proposed to throw in 
£2,000 more, so as to make the amount £50,0U0 a year, leaving the War- 
office to make what arrangements they pleased. Considerable delay had 
since taken place, and the Straits Settlements were anxious to know the 
cause of it, He hoped their just expectations would not be disappointed, 
and that his noble nd the nuble earl would be enabled to give a satis- 
factory answer to the question he had put to him.—Earl Graxvitte 
said that a week ago he might have been enabled to give his noble friend 
a more factory answer than he could now do. At that time it was 
thought another hour would have settled the whole question; but it had 
been found on a matter of practical detail that it would be necessary to bring 
in a Bill to effect the object in view ; and, although the Government were 
very anxious to do so, he could not give his noble friend any assurance 
that it could be done this Session. 
THE CONSUL AT SARAWAK. 

(28rd.) Lord Srratronp pg Reoctirre asked his noble friend the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Alfairs whether in sanctioning the appoint- 
ment of a consul at Sarawak. under the exequatur of Sir James Brooke, 
Her Majesty's Government intended to recognice Sir James Brooke as aa 
independent Sovereign in Borneo.—Earl Russet said that application 
having been made for the appointment of a consul by the Rajah of 
Sarawak, be felt it his duty to ascertain first whether Sir James Brooke 
had been placed in an independent position by the Sultan of Borneo; 
and, second, whether, if he had, there was any objection to the appoint- 
ment of a consul in his dominiona It appeared to be clear from the 
papers which were submitted to him that an independent position had 
been granted by the Sultan of Borneo to Sir James Brooke, and the law 
officers of the Crown, upon being consulted, gave their opinion that there 
was no objection to the appointment of a consul at Sarawak, He there 
fore advised Her Majesty to appoint a consul at that place.

THE INDIA AND CHINA MAILS, 
(June 19th.) On the vote of £841,867 for the Post-office Packet Service 
Mr. Wutre asked the Secretary tothe Treasury whether the Government 
had come to any decision on the question of a weekly mail to India, 
leaving on Friday. Such a mail would be of great importance to 
those engaged in the India and China trades.—Mr. Caum- EWING ex- 
pressed a hope that the Government would adopt the suggestion of having 
Falmouth or Plymouth the port for the Ind i of Southamp- 
ton; as such an arrangement would be a gain of nearly three days in the 
ostal communication with India to the whole of Scotland and the north of 
England. —Col. Sykes observed that there were 70, European troops 
in India, The whole were to be relieved in ten years, at the rate of 7,000. 
in each year; making 14,000 in transite between England and India 
every year. In addition, there were expired men and invalids, and men 
going out to fill up vacancies caused by death, which would give about 
2,500 each way, or 5,004) in all, to be added to the 14,000; so that they 
had the total brought up to 19,000. The conveyance of these men 
involved a very considerable item of expenditure; and the consequence 
was that his right hon. friend the Secretary for India had before him a pro- 
position for the building of transport vessels of a large class, like the 
Himalaya, to convey troops between this country and Alexandria and be- 
tween Suez and Bombay and Calcutta. But, as it was not advisableto land 
troops in India during the monsvon or the hot weather, these vessels could 
only be used as transports during six months of the year, It was worthy 
of the consideration of his right hon. friend the Secretary for the Trea- 
sury whether they could not be turned to good account in carrying mails 
during the other six months, (Hear, hear.) He wished to know why an 
increase had taken place in the charge for the postal communication with 
the West Indies, and why there kad been an increase of £7,000 for the 
packet service between this country and India.—Mr, Alderman Rose said 
that the question of substituting Plymouth or Falmouth for Southampton 
asthe port for the India mails had been fully considered by the Post- 
master-General ; but the noble lord had been unable to see that such a 
change would be attended with advantage. Southampton had great ad- 
vantages. (A laugh, and “ Hear, hear.”) It had a double line of rail to 
London, and good dock accommodation for the steamers ; while neither 
Plymouth nor Falmouth possessed either of those requisites. In addition, 
Southampton was within two houzs of London by rail. Instead of there 
being a saving of time such as that spoken of by the hon. inember (Mr. 
Crum-Ewing), the probability was that a delay in the transmission of the 
mails would be. as a general rule, the result of suchachange. Southampton 
had as good a through communication with the north both by broad and 
narrow gauge as any other port, and postal communication, therefore, to 
the north could be effected as rapidly from Southampton as from Ply- 
mouth or Falmouth.—Mr. F. Peet said that, as he had been prevented 
by acount out from answering some remarks made by the hon, member 
for the city of London on the iemorial presented to the ‘Treasury praying 
that the despatch of mails to India, instead of being ona fixed day of the 
month, should be on a fixed day in the week,as wasthe case with the Cunard 
mails to North America, he wished to say that the Postmaster- General 
was quite as sensible of the value of such a change as any one could be. 
‘The question, however, was one of expeuse. It must be remembered, 
however, that the mail service to India was connected with the mail ser- 
vice to China and Australia, and it would be impossible to make altera- 
tions in one service without making them in the others. The scheme of 
the mail service was this:;—The mails went out four times in the month 





































































to Alexandria, and on the other side they went twice in the month to 
Bombay, and the other twice to Ceylon, and thence to Calcutta and 
China, One of these two last mails went on to Australia. So that there 
were forty-eight departures in the year for India, twenty-four for China, 
and twelve for Australia. If, therefore, weekly departures were substi- 
tuted for the present departures of four times a month, the mail service 
would be increased by one-twelfth—there would be fifty-two departures for 
India instead of forty-eight, twenty-six for China, and thirteen for Aus- 
tralia. The increase in the frequency of departure would, of course, 
increase the expense to a proportionate amount. The expense of the 
service, as hon. members were aware, was very large indeed. (Hear.) 
The total expense amounted to about £390,000 a year; and of that 
£160,000 belonged to the Australian service, the loss upon which was 
divided between the Imperial Government and the Australian Colonies. 
‘The remainder represented the gross cost of the service to India and 
China, and the net loss upon that was divided between the Indian and the 
Imperial Government. The proposed increase of service would entail a 
further expenditure of about £35.00 a year, and though that might be 
probably covered by an increase in the number of letters sent, there would 
still be a large sum to be added to the present cost of the service. The 
proposal which had been made by the Post-office was, that the postage to 
India should be increased from Gd. to 1s.» and, when it was proposed 
that a fortnightly mail should be sent to Hong Kong, he believed that the 
commercial comraunity had cheerfully acquiesced in such an increase, nor 
was he aware that any sing!e complaint had been raised. The hon. mem- 
ber for the city spoke of a charge of Iéd.; but that referred to 
letters going by way of Marseilles, the additional 4d. being the 
charge of the French Government for the transit through France. 
The member for the Tower Hamlets had called attention to the impolicy 
of foreign Governments imposing heavy transit rates, and he quite con- 
curred in the hon. gentleman's observations. The present payment to the 
French Government was Id. per ounce, but in the opinion of the Post- 
office the French Government would be indemnified if the charge were 
reduced by one-fourth ; and in that case the transit charge on an ordinary 
letter, instead of being 4d., would be only Id.; and the charge under the 
under the new system would be Is. for letters going by Southampton, and. 
1s, 1d. for letters via Marseill This change would enable the Govern- 
ment to give additional postal facilities. It had been suggested that there 
should be a weekly mail to Bombay, but that would necessitate an increase 
in the number of running vessels from Bombay to Suez; but, judging 
from some recent tenders which had been received, that would be an addi- 
tional expense, which could only be defrayed by an additional charge on 
the public. No decision had been come to yet, for it did not appear that 
the mercantile community would be satisfied to pay the additional charge. 
An hon, and gallant gentleman had referred to some transports which 
were being built to run between Bombay and Suez and Alexandria and 
England, which might be made available for carrying mails, but those 
vessels would not be ready before October, 1867. Consequently there 
was ainple time for discussing that point. With regard to the Indian ser- 
vice, the contract with the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company pro- 
vided for their carrying Government passengers at two-thirds of their 
ordinary passenger rates. But it had been thought that the Government 
ought to make a contribution towards the cost of the passage of persons 
travelling between this country and India, and the company had arranged 
to charge the ordinary passenger fare for Government passengers, making 
to the Government an abatement of £15,000 from the subsidy on that 
account. ‘There was nota real increase of cost for the Indian service, but, 
on the contrary, a reduction. The total charge was £162,125. From 
this they must deduct £44,000, the proportion to be paid by the Indian 

Government. A less sum would be paid by the Indian Government than 
last year, and the reason was that the postage was more. They had to dedue t 
the amount of the pustage from the whole charge, and what remained wa 

divided equally between’ the Governments of this country and of India. 

The net loss last year was £100,000, but this year it was reduced to 
£80,000, half of which the Indian Government paid, but, of course, the 
gross charge had to be voted.— Mr. H. SeyMoun thought they could not 
overrate the importance, in a social, commercial, and political point of 
view, of increasing and facilitating their communication with all parts of 
the world. Greater convenience, he believed, might be secured to the 
public without burdening the Exchequer. He had long been of opinion 
that our communications with India were not as perfect as they ought to 
be. ‘The mails were not sent out with sufficient frequency ; and it was 
most desirable that the civil and military employes of India should be able 
to visit this country as often as possible, and at the most moderate cost. 

‘The contracts for India were not on the best footing. ‘There ought to be 
a separate contract for Alexandria, a separate contract for the Red Sea 
and down as far as Aden, and then they should have branches for India, 
China, and Austraiia, the Mauritius, and the Cape. In that way they 
might, without greater expense, have a weekly communication with these 
various important places. An increase of the Indian postal rates was a 
most impolitic measure, while it would bring a mere peppercnrn to the 
public revenue, and he trusted that the Government would carefully re- 
consider the matter in the rece In China the merchants were making 
large gains, and therefore, in equity, if the rate of postage to India was 1s. 
to China it should be 2 hon. member has been badly posted 
up in regard to the “ profits” ot the China trade.)

(20th.) Mr. Lrppett asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs whether any communications had passed between the Foreign- 
office and Her Majesty's representative in China relative to the permis- 
sion said to have been given by the Chincse Government to its subjects 
to own foreign vessels and sail them under the Chinese flag; and whether, 
with a view of ailording protection to the crews and cargocs of such 
1s, Her Majesty's Government anticipated the necessity of any 
increase of our naval forces in Chinese waters, or whether the protection 
of its flag would be left exclusively to the Chinese Government, and all 
risks attending such trade, coasting: or otherwise, left to be borne by such 
Chinese owners.—Mr. Lavan said there had been a report to the above 
effect in the public papers, but the Government had received no informa- 
tion on the subject either from the British Consul at Shanghai or from 
Her Majesty's Minister at Peking.

THE POLICY OF SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK IN 
CHINA. 

THE appointment of Sir RutHERFoRD ALcock as our Minister at 
Peking receives the approbation of most of the banking and 
commercial classes interested in Eastern commerce. The judg- 
ment and decision exhibited in the past career of his Excel- 
lency promise to be of essential service in strengthening our 
political connection with China, aud extending our trade. At 
a former election it will be remembered China provided one of 
those great questions on which issue was joincd. We have 
now conducted a trade with China since 1684—a trade in- 
volved, for the most part of this period, in endless incon- 
veniences and embsrrassments. The results, however, are 
such as indicate that it has no present assignable limit, al- 
though the absorption of our manufactures and the actual gains 
realised are far from commensurate with the time during 
which our enterprise has been freely applied, or to the capital 
actually invested. A conviction appears generally to prevail 
that our Anglo-Chinese transactions are about to reccive a 
fresh impulsion; that, notwithstanding the reign of civil war, 
wo are destined to find ourselves brought into closer connection 
with tho great centres of inland trade, and to be enabled 
to apply more profitably and on a more extended scale, 
the fivancial capital at our command—in a word, to obtain, 
if not a firmer, a more advantageous footing. It has 
become a question of no little interest as to what policy 
within the circle indicated by public opinion, our envoy will 
pursue? It is certain that Sir Rutagrrorp ALcock will not be 
contentmerely to exercise thesymbolic function of Her Masesty’s 
representative, but will avail himself of every opportunity that 
present itself to forward, in all practicable forms, our material 
interests and strengthening in every practicable form that 
prestige which our Continental friends are apt to affirm we have 
seriously damaged, but which we venture to say was never 
further advanced than at the present time, whether the esti- 
mate be taken from a Mantchou or a Chinese point of view. 
We cau well afford to fall hort of avy ideal of the Franco, the 
Tartar, or the Celestial type, provided we find our transactions 
in course of steady augmentation. Having met the full brunt 
of opposition to the presence of foreigners, we are now in a 
position that evables us to make our future moves a matter of 
accurate calculation of results, knowing pretty well the character 
and force of the disturbing elements. 

Sir Rurmerrorp Atcock has not yet received his formal iu- 
structions, but in the interviews had by his Excellency with 
Earl Russett, opportunity has bean afforded for a complete 
interchange of views, which have coincided to such an extent as 
must aid the potentiality of the mission. It is considered no 
part of a Minister's duty to suggest means for securing to our 
merchants a greater profit upon capital, but our political and 
trading interests in China are in many respects so identified that 
any guarantees or special privileges which Sir RuTHERFORD may 
obtain for further encouraging inland intercourse, and more 
particularly in our obtaining a recognised position as traders in 
the great central marts of the empire, would certainly be in 
‘keeping with the mission. Both the Foreign Office and the 
Board of Trade aro keenly anxious that our manufactures 
shoy'd obtain a larger outlet in China, and internal and unre- 


stricted intercourse be extended and rapidly multiplied. It im 
not to be supposed that we can at once break down native com-- 
binations resulting in the adventitious control of the chief 
staples of Chinese industry ; but with secured inland marts, and. 
ourown system of communication between them and the nearest 
ports, the conditions of trade, both for the foreign importer and 
exporter, must be far more favourable ; 15,000 miles of water 
navigation will gradually become available for purposes of 
barter, and we may hope to see an end to the practice of 
Chinese mandarins forcibly: preventing native merchants dis- 
posing to us of their produce except on the same terms 
they have arbitrarily fixed for their own stocks. We are 
satisfied that want of co-operation on the part of the 
representatives of other Powers will not turn Sir RUTHERFORD 
from his purpose. It is not always easy to judge the executive 
merits of diplomatic agents without seeing the instructions 
under which they act. There is some reason to suppose that- 
the American policy will undergo a change with the changed 
fortunes of that Republic; that it will at once be more ag- 
gressive, and, to a certain extent, not altogether harmonious 
with our own. An undisguised dissatisfaction has already been 
manifested by Americans to the appointment of Sir Ruruzr- 
ForD A1cock, for his well-known characteristics, sagacity and 
energy, which enable him quite as readily to forestall the 
political movements of rivals as to break through the toila 
woven by Asiatic cunning and dupiicity. 

Ono of Sir Roramnyonp's earliest acts will, no doubt, be to urge 
on the Chinese Government its obligation to contribute a givem 
annual sum towards the maintenance of gunboats on the coast 
and at the mouths of the great rivers, for the suppression of 
piracy. It is judged unreasonable that the Chinese Govern- 
ment should have the enormous advantages of the services of 
our gallant scamen, aud of our large outlay to this end, and 
yet not contribute. We certainly do not find any such 
generous action on its part in other matters. ‘I'he policy of 
the future may, we hope, be defined as a policy at once more 
positive and practical, tending to give free scope to our trading 
enterprise and the widest possible market to our manufactares. 
It will be anything, indeed, but that which— 
stands upon the swell at tull of tide, 

And neither way inclines.’ 





Diplomacy in China is chiefly of value so far as it serves im 
protecting our present ventures, relieving us from the com- 
binations of irresponsible officialism, and enabling us better to 
discover whence increasing resources may be drawn. 


WOOSUNG FOR THE SEAPORT OF SHANGHAI. 

In aw article on the “China Shipping Trade,” which ap- 
peared in our issue of the 17th February, we commented upon 
the high shipping charges, the losses from collision, and the 
detention of vessels at the port of Shanghai in consequence of 
the crowded state of the river Wongpoo ; the insufficient ac- 
commodation for ships discharging and loading ; the evils of 
the lighterage system, and the shoaling of the upper anchorage 
from natural causes, which the local authorities have not the 








means of preventing. To obviate these drawbacks of this 
river-port, we hailed with some degree of satisfaction the pro- 
position to constitute Woosung the saport, for the accom- 
modation of sailing vessels that have a difficulty in crossing 
the bar, and to connect it with Shanghai by a line of railway, 
only eight miles long, 80 as to avoid thirteen miles of in- 
tricate and dangerous navigation to ships of large burthen. It 
appears that the project—which emanated from this side—has 
given umbrage to a certain class of traders, and their exponents 
in the local journals, who benefit by these very evils, which 
are so ruinous to shipowners and insurance companies con- 
nected with the shipping trade of Shanghai. On the other 
hand, those British residents of a liberal turn of mind, who 
have the interests of commerce at heart irrespective of in- 
dividual considerations, look upon the project as the only means 
of maintaining the commercial supremacy of Shanghai—the 
emporium of foreign trade in China and Japan, On that head 
we refer our readers to a letter in another part of our columns, 
signed, “Free Trabg,” which has been forwarded to us from 
Shanghai by a correspondent, who furnishes from the spot 
mos: convincing proofs of the necessity for having Woosung 
made the anchorage for large tea-ships, and others heavily 
laden trading with the port. From the statements con- 
taincd therein, it is evident that the narrowing of the 
chaunel at the upper anchorage, so as to preclude the 
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safe navigation of large ships, is actually being accele- 
rated by the construction of a mole, a hundred fect long, 
straight into the river, @ short distance below the Custom- 
house, which will have the effect of accumulating silt, and 
forming a shallow bank, like that before the British Consulate 
grounds. These, together with the numerous stone jetties at 
the bund, will tend to throw the force of the current towards 
the Pootung bank, where a British resident has reclaimed about 
two hundred feet of the shore. The consequence is, that 
where the channel was 1,650 feet wide at low water, in 1860, 
it is now in five years not more than 1,200 feet. At this rate 
another five years will, in all probability, narrow it to some 
800 feet, and so on until the bed of the river becomes so 
shallow that ships drawing nine or ten feet of water will stick 
in the mud at ebb tide. But there is even a more serious 
contingency than this arising from the contracting of the 
channel in the elbow of the Wongpoo, which forms the two 
reaches above and below the Soochow Creek. It was the 
opinion of Commander Wann, R.N. and Captain Bortasz, R.N., 
when the river was being surveyed and sounded, that as the 
channel narrowed in these reaches the stream would naturally, 
force its way above the Chinese city, where it is wider, and 
cat a new channel for itself across the Pootung side, even- 
tually forming the Point into an island. Moreover, in the 
early history of the Shanghai district, which is alluded to in 
the Chinese Repository, we find it mentioned, that “ Twelve 
centuries ago, in the timeof the Tana dynasty, as related by 
“the Chinese historian, the river of Woosung (Wongpoo) was 
« twenty Zi (64 miles) ; in the time of the Suxe it was nine Ui; 
“afterwards it gradually lessened down to five, to three, 
“ to one Ui.” In view of this data, and the reports of the 
engineer to the Municipal Council, which verify the state- 
ments of our correspondent, there sre strong grounds 
of apprehension that the upper and middle anchorage 
of Shanghai is rapidly becoming dangerous and unfit 
for the safe discharging and loading of large ships, 
and the anchoring ground must be gradually extended towards 
‘Woosung below the “limits” where even now many vessqls 
bring up when deeply laden, after struggling from two to four 
tides in attempting to cross the bar. By the construction of 
convenient T jetties at Woosung, where ships could be safely 
moored, or in docks, which that place is eminently calculated for, 
these dangers could be avoided; and, as our correspondent 
remarks, “the large river steamers which especially during 
“the tea season, arrive daily from the Yang-tse ports with 
“Chinese produce for transhipment, run through Woosung, 
“tempt the dangers of the bar, and the atill greater dangers 
“of the river, and eventually arrive at Shanghai to transfer 
“their cargo to ships which in turn have to run the 
gauntlet of chow-chow water, mud banks, non-teetotal pilots, 
“and finally the bar, below which the tea, or whatever elso it 
“ may be, could easily have been transhipped, and upon which 
“no less than eight vessels during last year were badly stranded.” 
“The advantages of Woosung have already been enlarged upon. 
“ There we have an excellent anchorage, with the best possible 
“ sites for docks and wharves ; between it and Shanghai wo 
« have a perfectly level country, intended by nature for the 
“ oonstruction of a railway ; and even now there is a carriage 
“road twenty-five feet wide, which, with the few bridges neces- 
« gary, will be completed by the middle of May.” Coming, as 
this communication does from a correspondent on whose im- 
partial judgment and opinions we have the utmost reliance, we 
take him as the exponent of the unprejudiced portion of the 
community, who look to the improvement‘of this port com- 
mensurate with its immense trade, and the introduction of 
modern works to facilitate commerce. “ ‘fhe owners of tug- 
“boats, and the owners of property accumulated on mad specu- 
“Jation during the land mania in 1862, cry out in concert 
“that the adoption of Woosung as the port of Shanghai will 
« prove the knell of Shangliai- prosperity.” Those are the class 
of residents whom our correspondent; considers the alarmists at 
the railway project, and the obstructives to free trade. Now, 
we feel confident that there never was a greater fallacy than 
this cry of the general prosperity of Shanghai suffering from 
the introduction of safe, regular, and speedy communication with 
the sea-board ; and we even go so far as to remark that landed 
property in business sites would improve by the railway being 
carried along the bund, or into the middle of the settlement. 
As to most of the cargo-boat and lighterage people, with certain 
pilots who prey like harpies upon ships and freights that enter 
the river, we would not libel the respectable residents of 








Shanghai by placing them in the same category of obstructives. 
As there were unpriucipled traders who fattened on the oontra- 
band traffic in arms and ammunition with the Taipings, so there 
are selfish, overcharging boat owners and pilots, who get wealthy 
on the disasters that befal the shipping. These are just a kind 
of “wreckers,” who gloat over the stranded vessels on the bar 
or shoals, where the latter are paid extra for detention until 
they reach the anchorage, and the former charge what they 
please for lighterage to ease ships when ashore, For the credit 
of Shanghai, irrespective of this Woosung railway scheme, the 
evils attending the pilotage and lighterage of vessels up the 
river are a disgrace to the port, and should be remedied without 
delay. The residents there must remember that this question 
involves the interests of others who are not land-renters or 
speculators in the country. The shipowners and insurance com- 
panies of England are largely interested in it, from the losses 
they annually sustain by detention and accident in the Wongpoo. 
The attention of the Chambers of Commerce in London and 
Liverpool is being directed to this dangerous navigation in a 
port where it might be avoided if not remedied. They find by 
the very reports of the Municipal Council that they are’ 
utterly powerless to render the river harbour safer, from 
want of means to dredge the channel and construct the neces- 
sary works, The annual report of that body was submitted to 
the land-renters in April, the details of which reached us by 
the last mail—showing that there is a large deficit, and there 
appears no prospect of raising sufficient revenue to cover it 
next year, in addition to the ordinary expenditure. As it is 
not a corporate body, each member is liable for the deficiency, 
consequently responsible residents docline acting, and there is 
little, if any, probability for years to come of the treasurer being 
able to collect taxes for carrying out the plans of the engineer, 
even to save the existing works in the harbour from decay. 
Under these circumstances it would be a boon to the whole 
community if a company was established with English capital 


to construct a railway. to Woosung, and make that the seaport 
of Shanghai, 3 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Tur question of a weekly mail service to India and China 
has again been broached in the House, and according to the 
explanation given by Mr. Pret, the Secretary to the Treasury, 
it is not intended to make the service to Singapore and China 
weekly, but on alternate Fridays ; thus making 26 maile per 
annum in lieu of 24 as at present. We see no advantage in 
this alteration, and we think residents in the Far East will take 
the same view. What we require is an alteration in the time 
of arrival of the mails in London, which at present arrive just 
one to three days after the departure. This of course would 
involve an alteration in the time of starting from tho Far East, 
which might not suit all ports. 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

In our Parliamentary intelligence it will be seen $hat Earl 
GRANVILLE, the President of the Indian Council, has stated 
in reply to the Earl of ALBEMARLE, that the Government, 
were very anxious to have the Bill passed during this session, 
but that it was uncertain. From late inquiries we find that, 
owing to the early closing of the Session, the Bill must ba 
thrown over until next Session, which is very unsatisfactory 
for all concerned. Residents in the Straits, however, will not 
regret it more than the India Board,

The following has been issued from the Admiralty :—(Value of the 
Mexican Dollar in China and )—The value of the Mexican dollar 
in China and Japan having been fixed by proclamation at four shillings 
and threepence, the paymasters of Her Majesty's ships and other ac- 
countant officers, are, upon the receipt of this circular, to make payments 
to the officers and crews at the above rate, and take credit in their cash ac- 
counts for the gain on such Mexican dollars as they may have on charge 
at four shillings and twopence each, the previous rate at which they were 
received and issued. 

‘The Medea, paddle sloop, Commander D'Arcy S. Preston, has been 
out of commission at Portsmouth, after being dismantled and cleared of 
stores, on mn to England from service ou the West India and North 
American station. 

The Wivern, 4, iron turret (2) ship, 1,857 tons and 350 nominal horse- 
power of engines, one of the celebrated “rams” built by the Messrs. Laird, 
of Birkenhead, and subsequently purchased by the Admiralty, arrived at 
Spitbead from the Mersey on Wednesday evening, in charge of Captain 
Paynter and a party of officers and seamen from Her Majesty’s ship Done- 
gal. The veuel ie reporied by Captain Paynter to have behaved ex- 
ceedingly well during the passage round, and to have made an average 
speed of ten knots. 

















Tae Port or Bainpisi.—This port, which is some 800 miles nearer 
o Alexandria than Marseilles, is again brought to notice as the port of 
departure for the India and China mail service. The Bombay Chamber 
of Commerce has sent home a memorial to the Postmaster-General ow 
the subject, pointing out also that Falmouth should be substituted for 
Southampton. We do not think the former has any chance of being 
carried out. Indeed, if the passengera who go tq and fro could be can- 
vassed, we are of opinion that Falmouth would not be approved over 
Southampton, whieh lies so convenient to London. The long railway 
journey involved with Falmouth would be found very unacceptable, to 
to say nothing of the certain annoyances to be incurred for the first year. 
Experience proves very distinctly that the conveniences of a packet port 
are not to be “ pulled together ” or produced by “ magic.” Nothing but 
time can bring us all tbe advantages of Southampton, and we advise ex- 

rienced residents in India and China not to trifle with that delicate 
fabric in a hot climate—‘the temper.” The annoyances which would 
be met with at a new port would be a grievous tax, especially to invalids 
who, in many are quite unfit for a long railway journey. With re- 
gard to Brindisi tit will be a long time before the harbour is fit for the 
arrival and departure of steamers at all hours; and in other particulars 
we think it would be premature to adopt the port in lieu of Marseilles, 

Tue Coxreperate Cauiszn “ SHENANDOAH.”—The Liverpool 
Albion understands that instructions were sent some time since to 
the captain of the Shenandoah to in from all hostilities against the 
ships of the United States, and that Earl Russell has undertaken to send 
‘an intimation of the fact to the British consuls in‘the East. The Shenan- 
doch is supposed to be on the coast of Japan. 

Gzorce Winckove Coox.—This gentleman, who will be remembered 
as the special correspondent of The Times in China, died suddenly at his 
residence in Chelsea, on the 19th inst. 














Monetary and Commercial. 





Amongst the new undertakings lately announced is the 
British India and Colonial Trust Corporation, for the purpose 
of acting as agents for either merchauts or private individuals 
resident in India, China, Australia, the Cape, West Indies, &c. 
The list of directors includes R.M. Martin, Esq., formerly 
Colonial Treasurer at Hong Kong, and the other directors have 
been ao selected as to represent all these places. The company 
propose to deal entirely on commission, and transactions on 
their own account are strictly prohibited. Under good manage- 
ment this agency will be a very profitable affair, as the resi- 
dents in these parts have almost outgrown the private agencies 
now in existence. Details will be found in another column. 

Telegrams have been received dated Hong Kong, May 306, 
announcing the opening of the new tcas at Foochow at two 
taels above last year, aud that the Sericu and Ficry Cross had 
sailed. 

The biddings for £250,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were,—to Cal- 
cutta, £121,200; to Madras, £31,200; and to Bombay, 
£100,000, The minimum price was as before, 1s, 104d. on 
Calcutta and Madras, and 1s.

Further arrivals of boxes of new-make, overland, have 
been sold at about 3s. per lb. Oolongs have not been in demand. Common 
to fair Souchongs show no change ; fine continue in request at full prices. 
Flowery Pekoes are neglected. Scented Teas have been saleable at 
fully previous prices, but only as buyers have wanted them. Green:
